7 Hopes to Rush Important 
Measures Through Parliament 

in Its Dying Hours. 

| 


(Halifax Herald.) 


The Laurier government is 
evidently getting ready for an 
early election; the preliminary 
steps are being taken to provide 


dlemen and graft system of years 
has already provided. 

The Government’s plan of cam- 
paign in 1904 was to bring in 
great public spending schemes, 
and one which would make it 
worth millions to a great railway 
corporation to have the Laurier 
government sustained at the polls. 
That was 1904 plan of raising 
enormous campaign funds to 
secure for the Laurier govern- 
ment new lease of power, Hence 
the conntry had the Laurier 
Transcontinental Railway scheme 
in which the Grand Trunk and 
Grand Trunk Pacific Companies 
were so deeply interested,and the 


-| resulting election of unparalleled 


corruption in November, 1904. 

The Laurier plan of campaign 
for 1908, is, from present signs, 
likely to be similar. 

The government has been doing 
itis utmost to waste time, and has 
bean holding back its schemes. 
Irom the Ist of April to the 10th 
of June, the Opposition approved 
of some $25,000,000 of appro- 
priations, and yet the government 
neglected and refused persis- 
tently, week after week, to intro- 
duce supply bills to make any 
part of that money available, 
Instead of that the government 
spent its time talking about the 
“Obstruction’’ of the Opposition, 
and the government organs were 
filled with 
“Obstruction”’ talk. They even 
said that the holding of the 
Militia Camps had been ‘‘ob- 
structed,’ though the minister 
never asked for a dollar for that 
purpose. 

The government also sent out 
notices to try to promote a strike 
on the Intercolonial on account of 
the alleged ‘‘obstruction,’’ while 
the fact was the Minister of Rail- 
ways had never presented his 
estimates to parliament or asked 
for a dollar. 

And even «when Mr. Borden 
informed the government that the 
Opposition would offer no objec- 
tion to the passing of an addit- 
ional eighth of the estimates, the 
government was so willing to 
waste time that it took two days 
before it asked that that additional 
eighth be passed. 

The government has_ been 
courting ‘‘obstruction” from the 
Opposition and have been wasting 
time to the utmost so that there 
must be great pressure for expe- 
dition in the rest of the session, 
and the government’s schemes 
may be rushed through with the 
least possible debate aud con- 
sideration. 

Notwithstanding the govern- 
ment’s sly methods of wasting 
time and keeping its schemes 
dark, the repeated queries of the 
leader of the Opposition has 
elicited from Sir Wilfrid the 
information that the government 
intends to bring down proposals 
for railway laid. 

All that this may mean is not 
yet clear; but at Ottawa it is re- 
garded as being significant, 
especially at this time, with a 
general election almost at hand. 

The talk at Ottawa is that one 
part of the prospective ‘‘railway 


.| aid’’ is to the Hudson Bay scheme, 


and it is expected that the pov- 
ernment’s plan will be to offer a 
sash bonus of some $5,000,000 to 
MacKenzie and Mann to‘‘induce’”’ 
them to undertake the work, and 
that this will be coupled with a 
guarantee of the railway’s bonds 
to the extent of $13,000 or more 
per mile for the 500 miles or 
thereabouts to be built. The 
guarantee may amount to any- 
thing from six to ten millions, 
and with the cash bonus of five 
millions,will make a pretty figure. 

Of course this is but a trifle 
compared with the Transcon- 
tinental scheme of 1904, but this 
is only a small part of the gov- 
ernment’s campaign fund 
schemes. 

A few days ago Mr.Graham,the 
Minister of Railways and Canals, 
held out hopes that the govern- 
ment would undertake the build- 
ing of the new Welland Canal, to 
cost $25,000,000 or $30,000,000. 

Whether such a new canal, at 
such a cost, be a good measure or 
not, need not now be discussed; 
but it is easy to see that such a 
public work, with such an 
appropriation, may be a great 
| force in the hands of a govern- 
ment at election time. 

Then there is the Georgian 
Bay canal, a hundred million 
idollar scheme, upon which the 
government has been bestowing 
smiles, and which it may be 
ready to utilize for campaign 
purposes. 

The value of a money spending 
scheme in the view of this gov- 
ernment is not its commercial 
value, but its campaign value, 
and that the governmentis about 
to provide itself with several 
such schemes for use at an early 
election is the current opinion at 
Ottawa.

The following letter by a mem- 
ber of the Stock Growers’ Agsoc- 
iation to the Lacombe Advertiser 
bears out the News in its con- 
tention regarding fhe important 
part Mr. Root has taken in the 
betterment of beef prices in the 


The Red Deer Advocate: ‘‘The 
main work of Mr. Root and the 
Central Alberta Stockgrowers’ 
Association has been to direct the 
attention of American buyers to 
the beef cattle of Alberta, and to 
open up Chicago as an alternative 
market for western cattle. That 
was good work and Mr. Root and 
the Association deserve credit. 
More power to them say we, in 
their stock market agitation. But 
to claim as Mr. Root did that 
prices have been appreciably 
raised by the Stock Growers’ 
Association or to claim, as the 
News does, that Mr. Root is the 
great mogul behind the Govern- 
ment Commission business has no 
basis in fact.”’ 

The editor as usual does not 
trouble to test the truth of his 
item. On October 20, 1906, the 
prices of cattle in Chicago were 
the highest in twenty years, with 
the exception of 1902. Grass 
cattle ranged from $6.50 to $4.25 
and canning steers from $3.25 to 
54.85 per cwt. In comparison ex- 
port steers in Winnipeg were 
quoted $3.00 to $3.50 per cwl. In 
June, 1906, the Central Alberta 
Stock Growers’ Association was 
organized and they have waged 
an active campaign of education 
and agitation of market con- 
ditions, including problems of 
transportation, legislation, finan- 
cial conditions, etc. 

Mr. Galbraith says it has not 
appreciably affected prices. On 
June 5, 1908, the Nor’-West Far- 
quotes Canadian hay fed 
steers 36.20 to $5.90 in Chicago, 
and tailings at $5.40. Stall fed 
stuif at Winnipeg $4.75 to $5.00. 

In our own district in July ,1906,. 
Alberta ranchers were only offer- 
ed $35 to $40 per head for steers 
or 2 1-2 cents per lb. until Arthur 
Powne began to buy, when he 
sprung prices to 3 cents per lb. 
While today grass cattle are 
running at $4.25 per cwt. at 
Stettler, and grain fed steers have 
recently’ sold there at 5 cents. 
Stettler is about the centre of the 
territory covered by the Central 
Alberta Stock Growers’ Associ- 
ation and their official organ is 
the Stettler Independent. A 
glance at the prices paid there 
will show that Stettier is a better 
cattle market than Winnipeg. 

These quotations are very dif- 
ferent from those given by the 
Alberta Homestead for the Ed- 
monton distrist of June 10, 1908, 
where steers are quoted at $3.00 
to $3.50 and cows $2 to $4 per 
ewt. It looks to us as though the 
editor of the Advocate could 
better use his onergy assisting 
the Live Stock Commissioner to 
boost the price of cattle at the 
seat of government than in 
knocking Geo. F. Root, who has 
done more to agsist the association 
in bringing prices to the high 
level they now occupy than any 
other man in Alberta.

Ottawa, June 18—In the public 
accounts ccrnmittee this after- 
noon the charge that Mr. Brodeur 
had worked up concerning re- 
pairs to Dr. Reid’s yacht at the 
government dock Prescott went 
badly to pieces. 

J.B. Mundell, time-keeper at 
the dock, said Dr. Reid had asked 
him to keep a correct account of 
service rendered and send him the 
bill. He had kept the record and 
rendered the statement and had 
understood that the bill had been 
paid. 

The time book and other stat- 
ments were produced and found 
to be in such a muddle that the 
witness could not explain them. 
Nearly all the figures in his stat- 
ments had beenaltered and some 
had been erased since it ‘had 
passed out of hig hands. 

Carvell and Northrup tried 
thier hands at explanations of the 
witness and of the books. It 
appears that the accounts’ had 
been regarded as settled until 
Brodeur sent his secretary to 
overhaul the records of the tran- 
saction to seeif he could find 
something.

BY-LAW No. 166. 


A BY-LAW to provide for the raising 
of the sum of Fonr Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars, to be expended in 
the extension of the Waterworks Sys- 
tem in the Municipality of the Town 
of Red Deer. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council 
of the Town of Red Deer deem it ex- 
pedient that the Waterworks System 
in the Municipality be extended on 
Guetz Avenue from Alexandra Street 
south to Victoria Avenue or Bnck 
Street, and on Victoria Avenue or 
Brick Street from Gaetz Avenue west 
to the end of Victoria Avenue or Brick 
Street. 

AND WHEREAS it has been esti- 
mated that the cost of the extension 
of the said works is the suin of $4500.00 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that there should be borrowed by the 
Municipality of the Town of Red Deer 
the said sum of $4500.00 for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, and that the indebted- 
ness thus created be spread over a 
period of twenty years. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the whole rateable property of the 
said Municipality according to the last 
revised assessment roll is $1,553, 226.00. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount 
of the existing debt of the Munici- 
pality outside of the debt due for 
the current expenses of the year is 
$114,386.60, no part of which is in 
arrears. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that this By-law should take effect on 
the First day of August, A.D. 1908. 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal 
Council of the Town of Red Deer 
enacts as follows :— 

1—That the Mayor and Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Town of Red Deer 
are hereby authorised and empowered 
to borrow on behalf of the Mumcipal- 
ity the sum or sums of money not 
exceeding in the aggregate the sun of 
$4500.00. 

2—That the said sum be expended 
in the extension of the waterworks 
system in the Municipality of the Town 
of Red Deer on Gaetz Avenue from 
‘Alexandra Street to Victoria Avenue 
or Brick Street, and on Victoria 
Avenue or Brick Street from Gaetz 
Avenue west to the end thereof, and 
for the purpose of raising the said sun 
one or more Debentures in sums not 
less than §100.00 each of the said 
Town, not exceeding in the aggregate 
$4500.00 as aforesaid shall be issued, 
each of which Debentures_shall be 
dated on the day which this by-law 
tukes effect, and shall be payable 
within twenty years from the day of 
the date thereof in twenty equal an- 
nual instalments of principal and 
interest, at the Merchants Bank of 
Canada in Red Deer.
